— The President has been pleased to 
award the Police Medal for gallantry to the under- 
mentioned officer of the Punjab Police: — 

Name of the officer and rank . — Sardar Pritam Singh, 
Officiating Inspector of Police, No. A/117, Jullundur 
District. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has 
been awarded . — On the 18th November 1950, while 
Sardar Pritam Singh was posted as District Inspector, 
Jullundur District, he received information that a gang 
of five dacoits, armed with fire-arms had planned to 
cbmmit a dacoity in the house of one Basant Singh of 
Lahorke Nangal, Police Station Nakodar, and that the 
dacoits would first collect at tho house of one Chanan 
Singh from where they would proceed to Basant 
Singh’s house. 

Sardar Pritam Singh immediately collected an armed 
Police purty and proceeded to the spot, reaching its 
vicinity at 'about 11 p.m, Wisely he and the Police 
party debussed some distance away and after some 
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discreet enquiries without creating suspicion, they were 
able to discover that the culprits were at the well of 
one Sohan Singh in a pucca Kotha. The Police party 
proceeded to the spot on foot. On nearing their 
objective, Sardar Pritam Singh divided his men into 
three parties, two parties approached from the two 
flanks, while he himself commanded the party which 
approached the Kotha from tho front, which was the 
most important and vulnerable side. The operation 
was carried out in an able manner and the Kotha was 
surrounded without the dacoits being alarmed. 
Unfortunately, some dogs in the vicinity barked and 
this alerted the culprits. Sardar Pritam Singh leading 
three of his men, immediately advanced further 
towards the Kotha but, the dacoits, who had been 
alarmed, opened fire. One of the dacoits rushed out 
and fired two shots at the Inspector which missed him 
narrowly. Sardar Pritam Singh was undeterred and 
with cool presence of mind shot the dacolt dead with 
his revolver. At the same time he exhorted his men 
to be firm and to close in. Just then another dacolt 
came out and rushed towards one flank firing at the 
Police party, but was shot dead by them. Soon after 
a third came out firing. The Inspector leading his 
men advanced on him and opened fire. The dacoit 
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was wounded and retreated bark Into the Kotha. After 
this there was a lull, Sardar Pritam Singh along with 
a few men then advanced into the Kotha and found 
the dacoit dead. There was no other culprit inside. 
Two of the culprits had however left before the Police 
surrounded the Kotha. The Police party recovered 
one country made S.B.B.L. gun, one country made 
•303 pistol, one country made 9 M.M. pistol and some 
ammunition. 

In this encounter Sardar Pritam Singh showed 
courage and leadership of a high order.

Statement of services for which the decoration has 
been awarded.— On 3rd January 1950, at about 13-30 
hours, Sub-Inspector Gurandltta, Station House Officer, 
Kharar, received information that Mit Singh, a pro- 
claimed offender, who was wanted in a number of cases 
of dacolty, robbery, etc., was present In village Badali, 
nine miles from the police station. 

Acting on this information, the Station House Officer, 
along with his two Assistant Sub-Inspectors, 11 Foot 
Constables, the Informer and four non-officials, reached 
the village at about 15-30 hours and surrounded the 
‘Kotha’ in which the proclaimed offender was present. 
After making suitable dispositions the Sub-Inspector 
himself went towards the door of the ‘Kotha’ which 
was partly closed. On reaching the door, the Sub- 
Inspector stood on one side and pushed it open to look 
inside. As soon as the door was opened, Mit Singh 
got up, aimed his loaded revolver towards the Sub- 
Inspector and fired. Sub-Inspector Gurandltta returned 
the fire at close range with the result that Mit Singh 
was injured and fell down. He was then arrested and 
a -38 bore revolver and some live cartridges were 
recovered from him. 

In this encounter, Sub-Inspector Guranditta displayed 
leadership and gallantry of a very high order. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(1) 
of the rules governing the award of the Police Medal 
and consequently carries with it the special allowance 
admissible to officers of and below the rank of Inspector 
of Police as provided in rule 5.

— Shri Balwant Singh, 
Sub-Inspector No. J./248, Ferozepore District. 


Statement of services for which the decoration has 
been awarded . — During 1949, Sub-Inspector Balwant 
Singh was posted as Sub-Inspector in command of the 
Mounted Police. On the 9th May 1949, at about 8-30 
p.M. he was returning from Muktsar (Ferozepore), 
where his detachment was posted on anti-dacolty duty. 
On the way one Mathra Dass Mahajan informed him 
that two armed robbers were lying in wait on the path 
and that they had robbed several way-farers. Sub- 
Inspector Balwant Singh was armed with his service 
revolver, while Foot Constable Jaswant Singh who 
accompanied him was unarmed. However, undeterred 
he proceeded to the spot guided by Mathra Dass. On 
nearing the place, he found the two robbers present 
and challenged them. They immediately opened fire 
on him. On this Mathra Dass fled while Foot Constable 
Jaswant Singh also fell back. Thus Sub-Inspector 
Balwant Singh was left alone, but this did not dismay 
him. He continued to attack boldly and used his 
revolver effectively with the result that one of the 
culprits was wounded and hid himself in the tall reeds 
nearby while the second one made good his escape 
under cover of darkness. The wounded robber also 
attempted to escape but the Sub-Inspector bravely 
chased him despite the fact that this was a hazardous 
task and succeeded in securing him along with ms- 
12 bore country-made gun and fourteen live cartridges. 
He turned out to be one Bakhtawar Singh, a notorious 
robber and murderer who was wanted in two robbery 
cases of Police Stations Mamdot and Guru Har Sahai 
and one murder case of Kot Kapura (Patiala and East 
Punjab States Union). 


Sub-Inspector Balwant Singh acted with courage, 
.initiative and devotion to duty of a very high order.

— The following Resolution should 
be substituted for Resolution No. F. 43-43/60-B.l, dated 
7th February 1951, which appeared in Gazette of India, 
Part I, Section 1, dated 24th February 1951: — 

Resolution 


Regarding; Formation of the Delhi Library Board 

Whereas the Government of India, in co-operation 
with United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organisation, have decided to establish a Pilot Library 
in Delhi, to be called hereafter Delhi Public Library 
(in association with the United Nations Educational 
Scientific and Cultural Organisation) with the object of: 

Providing for the people of the city of Delhi a public 
library service and a community centre for popular 
education which shall be a model for all public library 
development In India, and in all countries where similar 
development of public libraries can be undertaken. The 
Library shall be designed so as to carry out the policy 
of the Unesco Public Libraries Manifesto and to serve 
the needs of popular education without distinction of 
class, creed, occupation or race, and specially those of 
neo-literates and children: and 

Whereas it is expedient to establish an organization 
to manage the library. 

It is hereby resolved as follows: — 

1. A Board called the Delhi Library Board shall be 
constituted. 

2. The headquarters of the Board shall be at Delhi, 

3. The Board shall be responsible for its working to 
the Ministry of Education, Government of India. 

4. The Board shall consist of: 

(a) A Chairman, to be nominated by the Hon’ble 
Minister for Education, Government of India. 

(b) Vice-Chairman to be nominated by the Director- 
General of United Nations, Educational, 
Scientific and Cultuarl Organisations. 

(c) One member to be nominated by UNESCO. 

(d) Two members representing the Government of 
India to be nominated one each by the 
Ministries of Education and Finance. 

(e) One member to bo nominated by the Chief 
Commissioner, Delhi. 

(f) Two members to be elected by the Delhi 
Municipal Committee. 

(g) One member to be elected by the Delhi District 
Board. 

(h) Not more than three experts whose technical 
qualifications or special experience are likely 
to be useful to the Board in its work to be 
co-opted by the Board. 

(i) In addition, the Director-General of United 
Nations, Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organisation may, in agreement with the 
Government of India, from time to time appoint 
foreign specialist consultants for the Library 
who shall be entitled to attend all meetings of 
the Board and participate In its discussions but 
may not vote. 


3. (a) Members other than co-opted members of the 
Board shall hold office for a period of two years from 

K he date of nomination or election provided that the 
lominating authority will have the power to change 
their nominees. 

(b) The term of the members of the Board co-opted 
under parf, 4(h) of this Resolution shall be such period 
as the Board may determine. 

0. Any vacancy in the Board shall be filled in accord- 
ance with the provision of paragraph 4. 


7, The Board shall have the following powers: — 

(i) To purchase— subject to budget provision, acquire, 
take over and accept by way of assignment, gift or 
otherwise, books, pamphlets, newspapers, periodicals, 
charts, posters, gramophone records, films and micro- 
films for the use of children and adults and also such 
other material as may bo required by the Board for the 
proper discharge of its functions. 

(ii) To issue for use in the Library or for use at 
home and to lend out to different Libraries, adult 
education centres and community centres books and 
pamphlets, in accordance with Rules and Regulations td 
be framed by the Board. 

(hi) To acquire and hold any land or building as 
well as maintain, repair and alter the building required 
for the purposes of the Board. 

(iv) To publish, sen and distribute papers, pamphlets 
and information useful for members of the Library. 


(v) To receive and accept grants-in-ald, donations, 
endowments, and gifts, moneys, land, building, stocks, 
funds, shares, security and any other property whatso- 
ever which is necessary for the purposes of the Board. 

(vi) To make and carry out any arrangement for the 
joint working with or co-operation of any other Boclety 
or body, whether incorporated or not, in carrying on 
any work similar to that of the Board. 

(vii) To deposit all money and funds of the Board 
with a Bank approved by the Ministry of Education- 
Government of India. 

(vlii) To engage the necessary staff, other than the 
Secretary of the Board, and to secure the service 0 
necessary for the efficient running of the Library and 
to grant, maintain, continue and pay such wages, 
salaries, pensions, gratuities, contribution towards 
provident fund or other sum as remuneration of the 
service as may from time tp time be sanctioned by the 
Board, provided that the terms and conditions of service 
of employees of the Board are not in any way more 
favourable than those prescribed for comparable 
Government servants. 

(lx) Every year in the month of January, a list shall 
be filled with the Registrar, Joint Stock Companies, of 
the names, addresses and occupations of the members 
of the Board then entrusted with the management of 
the affairs of the Board. 

(x) To do such other acts and things as may be 
incidental or conducive to the attainment of any of 
the purposes of the Board and the exercise of any of 
its powers. 

8. The Board shall work under the general direction 
and control of Government of India, in the Ministry 
of Education and shall be recognised by the General 
Conference of UNESCO as the responsible national 
authority for the development of this pilot project in 
conformity with the alms and objects of Unesco Public 
Libraries Manifesto. 

In particular — 

(a) The Ministry of Education shall have the right 
to address the Board with reference to any work 
conducted or done by the Board. 

(b) The Board shall report to the Ministry of 
Education such action, If any, as it is proposed to take 
or has been taken upon the latter’s communication. 

(c) If the Board does not, within a reasonable time, 
take action to the satisfaction of the Ministry of 
Education, the latter may, after considering any 
explanation furnished or report made by the Board, 
issue such directions, consistent with this Resolution, 
as it may think fit and the Board shall comply with 
such directions. 

(d) In any emergency which, in the opinion of the 
Ministry of Education, requires that Immediate action 
shall be taken, it may take such action, consistent with 
this Resolution as it deems necessary without previous 
consultation with the Board, but shall forthwith inform 
the Board about it. 

9. The Director General of United Nations, Educa- 
tional, Scientific and Cultural Organisation, shall have 
the authority to communicate directly with the Library 
Board on nil matters relevant to the development of 
the Library as a Pilot Project and the Board shall render 
reports to him on the progress of the Project. 

10. The following shall be the office holders of the 
Board: — 

(i) CHAIRMAN, (ii) THE VICE-CHAIRMAN, 
(ill) THE SECRETARY. 

11. (a) Where any vacancy occurs in the office of the 
Chairman, Ministry of Education shall, as soon as 
possible, make such arrangements as it may think fit 
for carrying on the duties of that office till the appoint- 
ment of the next Chairman by the Hon’ble Minister 
of Education. 

(b) It shall be the duty of the Chairman to see that 
this Resolution and the regulations framed thereunder 
are faithfully observed and he shall have all powers 
necessary for this purpose. 

(c) The Chairman shall have the power to convene 
meetings of the Board giving a week’s notice and shall 
call a meeting at any time on a requisition signed by 
not less than two members of the Board. The meetings 
of the Board shall be held at least twice a year. 

(d) In any emergency arising out of the administra- 
tive business of the Board which, in the opinion of 
the Chairman, requires that immediate action as he 
may deem necessary but he shall report his action to 
the Board at its next meeting. 

(e) The Chairman shall exercise such other powers 
as may be prescribed in the Regulations. 

12. (a) In the absence of the Chairman, the Vice- 
Chairman shall officiate In his place. 
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(W In the absence of the Chairman from any meeting 
of the Board the Vice-Chairman shall be Chairman if 
he Is present In the meeting. 

(c) In the absence of the Chairman and the Vice- 
Chairman from any meeting of the Board, the members 
present shall elect a Chairman for the time being from 
among themselves. 

13. (a) The Director of the Library shall be the 
Secretary of the Board, 


(b) The Secretary shall be appointed bv the Board, 
subject to the approval of the Minister of Education, 
India and the Director General of UNESCO upon such 
conditions and for such period as the Board may think 
fit and he shall be removable from the office in the 
same manner. 


20. The Government of India and UNESCO shall 
make every effort to publicize the project and make 
known the experience acquired in developing it with 
a view to encouraging the establishment of other public 
libraries. 

21. The Government of India have further decided 
that the Board shall be registered under the Registra- 
tion of Societies Act (XXI) of 1860. 

22. Any modifications or amendments that may be 
considered necessary in the constitution of the Board, 
shall be made by the Ministry of Education.
